Tiger's on Tour 1907 - 1973 


The Tigers ventures into Europe have been limited to friendlies 
or minor cup competitions over the years as they have yet to 
make their debut in the three ( now 2 ) major European 
competitions . They first " crossed the water" in 1907 , 

three years after they were formed beating Bruges 3-1 , 

a Belgium X1 3-2 and finally The Hague 3-0. 

Belgium,Holland and back inside a week!. 

In the summer of 1912 , a longer stay in Sweden saw Six 


games and 47 City goals inciuding a 2-0 win against 


Tottenham and three huge wins against the luckless Trondheim. 


Swedish links extended to further trips in 1924 and 1948 , 

and then celebrating winning Division Three North in 1949 

led to four games in the new state of Israel including a single 
goal victory against the National team. 

In 1951 City fulfilled a prestigious fixture against the Catalan 
giants Barcelona. gaing down 5-3 with Alf Ackerman and Don 
Revie ( 2 ) weighing in for the Tigers. 

Scandinavia has been a popular destination though tours to the 
USA,North Africa and Italy have been undertaken. 

In 1973 European silverware came City's way in the form of the 


much lamented July ' Summer Cup‘.
